O my ſeruant 7ohn Baptiſt, nor in this 
water of Torden, butia him I am well 
pleaſed, cuen for all other char belecue 
in his name: of him(ſaith 79bn)1f any 
ſinne we haue an aduccate with the fa- 
ther, and he is the propitiation' for our 
ſinnes. There 1s no ſaluation in any o- 
ther,no name ynder heauen,by which 
we may bc ſaued : noname neither of 
perſon,as Angelsor Saints : nor yet of 
other creature, as VV ater, Bread, or 
Wine. 

This I necde not ro ſtande vpon a- 
mong Chriſtians : the meanes of ap- 
plicationto vs muſt bec thought vpon 
rather , which 1s by faith vnfained, 
which maketh the queſtioning of a 
good conſcience towards God : here 
a good conſcience well examined is 
mentioned.Butto T imothie and to the 
Hebrnes, it isthus expreſſed : vnto Ti- 
mothie thus:*T he end of the comman- 
dement is loue out of apure hart, from 
4 good conſtience, and faith unfained.

abroade, of later and more ancient, of 
Scriptures , Councels and Fathers, 
friends and enemies, crying out vypon 
them that menace hell and death and 
wrath to the babes ynwaſhed , who 
meaſure ſo hard a meaſute:to poore 
infants, as becauſe they enioy little of 
this lite,they mult leeſe al the next life, 
not heauecn, but a hcll, no honour of 
buriall, butro bee buricd ſeparatly, as 
though they ſhould infeCt the reſt. 
And yer ſee pititull hearrs in the 
middeſt of crucitic ſome drop of mer- 
cic,an cafic hell, a brimme of hc1!, not 
ſo bad as the damned is the hell tor 
theſe forlorne innocents, a hell not ſo 
bad as for the atuall ſinners. VV ho 
ſayth ſo? Bellarmine, Florence Coun- 
cell, 1»xccentius the 4. the Schoole- 
men : but no mote: and theſe be their 
proofes: As if one ſhould fay,a corrupt 
vpſtarr Tudge, his court, bench, and a

For herein 
of diuers men there are diuers extte- 
mitics: as of the molt of the Papiſts, 
who make itablolute!y neceffarie : {0 
of the Manichees ori the other fide, 
who generally cur offal ſignes, becauſe 
they making God not to bethe author 
of theſe ſenſible and earthly things, 
thereu>on inferred , thac the worfhiþ 
by thele carthly rhirigs coiild'rior bet 
gratefull ro him. So the Catharifts, 
who becauſe God is a fpirit,' and men 
muſt worſhip him in ſpitit;reie&edall 
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helpe-of carthly meanes. And laſt of 
all , the Pelagians who becauſe they 
exempt men from originall finne, doe 
thinke Baptiſme needles,to purge that 
which is not : wherein you may firſt 
ſee the notable, wilfull, and fpitefull 
malice of the Rhemiſts, who in / 9h» 
3-5. ioyne the Caluiniſts and Pelagi- 
ans together, as both promiſing alike 
life eternall co children dying without 
Baptiſme: when as they ditter as hell 
and heauen in the cauſes of ſaluation. 
For Caluin acknowledgeth. children 
to bee ynder originall ſinne : Pelagius 
did not : yet C.-/41n thinketh nor the 
cle of God ro pcrith, it in ſome caſe 


they bee preuented of outward Bap- 


tiſme. Laſtly of Auabaprtiſts , who 
would not haue infants baptized , but 
them of ycares : againlt whom at this 
time,beſide that which is ſayd aboue, 
this may be ſufficient: that ſecing chul- 
dre hauc in, they ought to be waſhed : 
and ſccing, they belong vato GOD, 
they ought to bee ſealed. As forthe 
Mauichees,

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Manichces,ſlecing wee acknowledge 
the ſane Lord Creator of heauen and 
earth , one God: maker of both, the

our inwarde deſire: yet, as God made 
bodiec and ſpirit,and therefore mult be 
glorified 1n both : ſo ſeeing he made

{erue for his glorie,both are helpers of 
our faith; if firſt weexemember, thar 
we vie them, when wee haue the cx- 
preile word of God for them. As be-
